That this is propaganda is cer- 
tain. But it would be folly to as- 
sume it is not a sound, long-range 
plan designed to establish an as- 
sembly-line production to meet the 
most desperate need of the under- 
developed countries .most favored 
in. the initial invitation. If suc- 
cessful it will orient the culture 
of the areas involved toward Rus- 
sia just as the new world for 
generations looked toward Europe 
for its best training, in medicine 
and science, its books and its 
general culture. 


The other dateline is Washing- 
ton. There we have a sad story. 


It is sad because it involves 
men, some of them fine and de- 
cent, caught in the trap of a 
tragedy with all the overtones of 
the Greek classic. To the Greeks 
the tragedy lay in the fact that 
no matter how they struggled the 
victims could not escape. 


Some 17 Southerners in the Sen- 
ate of the United States are op- 
posing implementation of the Su- 
preme Court school decision de- 
spite the controlling presence of 
a placement law. They also are 
prepared to filibuster against leg- 
islation which has one simple pur- 
pose—the protection of the basic 
right to vote. 


These men are first of all angry 
out of frustration. They cannot 
help themselves. They have, be- 
cause they believed it politically 
necessary, emulated the legend of 
Frankenstein who created a mon- 
ster which. devoured him. They 
are about to be devoured by the 
monster of massive, total defiance 
of any and all rights legislation. 


A Majority 


A majority of them are inteili- 
gent, decent men, sensitive, hon- 
orable and personally aware they 
are on the wrong side of a moral 
issue. They are bitter, and prop- 
erly so, because the business lead- 
ership of their home state has not 
spoken out. Instead, the ex- 
tremists have made all the noise. 
And in such a situation a poli- 
tician, unless he wishes to destroy 
his chances to be reelected, is 
trapped. 


These men, sensitive and intel- 
ligent, look about them and see 


less able senators than they, free} 


to take positions without political 
cost. This adds to the bitterness. 


» It explains some of the extreme, 


irrelevant statements and accusa- 
tions against fellow senators. 


It ought to be, in March of 1960, 
a simple, easy thing to say, in 
this democratic country, with its 
great, shining principles, that if 
a state has anything to offer citi- 
zens it ought to give it to each in 
the same manner. There is noth- 
ing of social~ association in the 
rights of citizenship.,.We cannot, 
in 1960, have two sets of rights. 


But it isn’t easy. And this is 
why it is sad. For none is it so 
sad as the good, decent, honor- 
able men so agonizingly caught in 
the Greek tragedy of it.

Quakes, Wave Rip 


By STEPHEN 0. HUGHES 


CASABLANCA, Morocco (AP)— 
A death-dealing triple assault by 
two earthquakes and a great At- 
lantic tidal wave—followed by 
fire — turned the gay beach re- 
sort city of Agadir into a mass 
of entombing ruins Tuesday. 


Hundreds of both living and 
dead were buried under debris. 
Spouting smoke and agonized 
screams from the injured people 
who lay trapped measured the 
depth and expanse of the disaster 
for the first rescue workers from 
the outside. 


Moroccan officials said there 
were 1,000 dead — obviously a 
guess at the stage rescue opera- 
tions had reached Tuesday night 
—and many more injured. 


The entire city of 40,000—or 
what was left of its removable 
people — was being evacuated, 
the Moroccan radio said. 


Among the first identified in- 
jured was Lord Maugham, British 
author-lawyer and nephew of au- 
thor Sommerset Maugham. Lord 
Maugham was said to have been 
not seriously hurt and was expect- 
ed to leave a Casablanca hospital 
within a few days. He was in the 
swank Saada Hotel when it was 
shaken to destruction. 


Rear Adm. Frank Akers, com- 
mander of the U.S. Fleet air arm 
in the Eastern Atlantic and Medi- 
terranean, toured the stricken city 
and reported a number of Ameri- 
cans were among the injured. 


He said it was a great disaster 
and that Americans, Europeans 
and Moroccans in the wreckage

Let Aldermen Vote 
For City’s Interests - 


Alderman T. Wayne Blanchard has 
predicted that if there is full attendance 
next week the Board of Aldermen will 
turn down the board’s zoning committee 
recommendation for rezoning the Egles- 
ton Hospital property for a public hous- 
ing development. 


Mr. Blanchard may be right. But if he 
is, the board will have voted against the 
best interests of the city because of or- 
ganized pressures which apparently have 
little regard for the city’s future and for 
its urban renewal program. 


It appears inevitable that the question 
of urban renewal and redevelopment will 
be a major issue in the city’s next politi- 
cal campaign. The program has been 
kicked around so much by selfish and 
greedy interests that to have a public 
expression on it indeed would be wel- 
comed. We firmly believe that, the ma- 
jority want the slums cleared out and 
that those obstructing the program will 
pay the penalty at the polls. 

Once again we would like to repeat 
that the choice we must make is orderly, 
controlled housing development as op- 
posed to accelerated blight and even 
chaos. Failure to plan properly will bring 
about exactly the situation which oppo- 
sition to intelligent planning now are 
using to create fear and misunderstand- 
ing. 
eNO existing neighborhood is threat- 
ened by the proposed Egleston devel- 
opment. But without it, no one can pre- 
dict what will happen. 

Let Mr. Blanchard and others op- 
posing a sensible approach to zoning 
either support the Egleston project or 
come up with a better plan. Failing that, 
let them admit they are willing to in- 
vite housing chaos and a further growth 
of slums at the expense of the whole 
city.

Ash Wednesday Opens 
The Season of Lent 


Christians over the world today be- 
gin the penitential season of Lent with 
services of Ash Wednesday. This day 
ushers in a period of self-discipline and 
self-examination which will end with the 
celebration of the resurrection on Easter 
Sunday, April 17. 

At many Episcopal and Roman Cath- 
olic churches there will be today the 
marking of foreheads with ashes, sym- 
bolic of penitence. Most Christian church- 
es will have Lenten services beginning 
today and continuing with announced 
schedules through Easter although a de- 
clining number cling to the old separa- 
tion of the Reformation and will not. 

Ash Wednesday follows Shrove Tues- 
day. The latter commonly is given over 
to the Mardi Gras (Fat Tuesday) cele- 
bration. Many churches have symbolic 
pancake suppers on that day. In the old 
days Christians celebrated the day with 
feasts in which they consumed dishes of 
extra richness and also ate more meat 
than usual since Lenten discipline re- 
quired doing without meats and the more 
luxurious foods. 

In Ash Wednesday’s call to self-ex- 
amination and denial communicants are 
reminded, “Remember, Oh Man, that dust 
thou art and unto dust thou shalt re- 
turn.” Actually during- Lent the church 
celebrates the central mystery of its faith 
and‘-belief in atonement (at-one-ment 
with God) achieved by the incarnation, 
crucifixion and resurrection. Lent, then, 
asks of the Christian that for 40 days 
he strip himself insofar as he can of all 
worldliness and meditate on his relation- 
ship with God.

Khrushchev Still Drives 


For Communist Berlin 


On his Asian good-will tour to try 
to recoup Communist losses of prestige 
because of Tibet and the Red Chinese in- 
vasion of India’s borders, Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev has met with limited success. 

Conclusion of an agreement under 
which the Soviet Union will grant a 
$250,000,000 credit to Indonesia is 
probably the most significant outcome. 
This, of course, launches another phase 
of Moscow’s economic offensive and will 
strengthen Communist influence and in- 
filtration in that vital area of South- 
east Asia. — 

In the meantime, Khrushchev restated 
at a news conference his repeated threats 
about West Berlin. Unless the matter of 
all Germany and Berlin can be agreed 
upon at the summit conference, he says 
that thé Soviet Union will be forced to 
conclude a separaté peace treaty with 
East Germany, thus turning the Berlin 
problem over to the puppet East German 
government. He does this even after 
pledging that the summit meeting would 
involve no ultimatums. 

Here again is illustrated the relent- 


less drive of the Soviet Union to win 
concessions from the West. While Khru- 
shchev pleads friendship, the Soviet 
goals remain unchanged. Disagreements 
within the Western alliance, Communist 
pressures in all troubled areas and our 
own domestic troubles—including the 
argument about national defense — 
are all to Mr. K.’s advantage. 


While President Eisenhower contin- 
ues to win the popularity contest as 
demonstrated in Latin America, popu- 
larity is no substitute for policies. Khru- 
shchev knows what he wants and tailors 
his policies accordingly. Each concession, 
no matter how small, is considered a vic- 
tory.

To Whatever It Takes 


The many Georgians who still harbor 
a mental image of moonshiners as being 
harmless hillbilly type characters would 
do well to study an incident near Thom- 
aston. 


It has to do with a bootlegger who 
stooped so low as to dupe an innocent 12- 
year-old boy into helping him load a 
sizable quantity of illegal whisky. 


The bootlegger told the youth the 
moonshine was to be delivered to the 
sheriff which, .of course, was a lie. The 
boy cooperated until for some reason or 
other the whisky-runner disappeared 
midway the operation. Thereupon the lad 
called the sheriff's office. 


While this may be but a relatively 
small example of the despicable tricks to 
which moonshiners resort in plying their 
trade, it does show their utter lack of 
scruples. Undoubtedly the 12-year-old is 
by no means the only youth deceived, 
or in other instances forced, into helping 
oug, in the trade.

We Can Stand ‘Truth’ 


On Nation’s Defenses 
The big debate about the state of U.S. 


defenses continues and there is every 


reason the Defense department should be 
concerned about the state of public con- 
fidence. 

Because of worry about the latter, 
Defense Secretary Gates has ordered into 
effect what he calls a “truth squad” to 
cope with attacks on the program. He 
charges that the “confidence of the na- 
tion in its defenses is being hurt by a 
substantial body of misinformation and 
misrepresentation carried in the press and 
television regarding the state of our de- 
fenses and the soundness of our military 
programs.” 

The “misinformation” referred to pre- 
sumably is the testimony by general after 
general and admiral after admiral before 
congressional committees which conflicts 
with comforting assurances from the 
White House and Secretary Gates. It 
comes, too, from such widely varied 
sources as Robert C. Sprague, who was 
co-chairman of a presidential committee 
on national security. 

Mr. Sprague said last week that the 
U.S. military program is inadequate, that 
this constitutes a threat to the country’s 
survival and that a higher ratio of de- 
fense spending is necessary. No one yet 
has refuted the charges that in ballistic

this country nor that these missiles could 
knock out our retaliatory power in short 
order.

Emory Student Issues Statement To Clarify 
Comments Made in ‘The Beat or the Bold?’ 


Atlanta—It was my unpleasant 
experience recently to be quoted 
extensively in a rather superficial 
analysis of rebellion in the pres- 
ent generation entitled, ‘The 
Beat or the Bold?’’ 

Unfortunately, the superficiali- 
ty of the study apparently pre- 
vented its author recognizing the 


superficiality of my arguments. ~ 


Thus, I was pictured as being en- 
tirely serious in my ‘assertions 
that Georgia society and the 
American church were valueless. 


While I.certainly would not re- 
tract the statements attributed to 
me in that regard, I hope that I 
might clarify them and at the 
same time mitigate the harshness 
of the portrait drawn of my per- 
sonal reaction to the alleged con- 
dition of the society. 


I hasten to point out that the 
absolute materialism expressed 
as my personal creed was simply 
an attempt on my part to carry 
the pessimisms of the earlier ob- 
servations to their logical conclu- 
sion. It was, at the time, I think, 
a fairly good articulation of the 
inarticulate premise of a large 
portion of the population. It was 
not seriously proposed as either 
the proper or the best personal 
solution to the feeling of distress 
encountered when analyzing con- 
temporary society. 

In regard to the promised clari- 
fication, I would point out that 
each of the statements I made in 
regard to the Church and culture 
is a dominant theme in contempo- 
rary social writing. To genuinel¥ 
feel concern for the ethical and 
moral condition of the society is 
neither new nor rebellious. To re- 
act to this concern by fleeing to 
the nihilism of ‘‘beatism”’ is cow- 
ardice, to react by adapting one- 
self to the prevalent materialism 
is tu deprive oneself of the great- 
est human experience, the search 
for ultimate value. Neither reac- 
tion is rebellious, both are sub- 
missive. 

I was distressed that my effort, 
in personification, to emphasize a 
current, often unrealized personal 
reaction on the part of many was 
misinterpreted as being an articu- 
lation of my reaction. I hope the 
above will serve to clarify my 
possible indiscretion in using per- 


sonification for illustrative pur- 
s.

Are Teacher Examinations 
_Answer to Incentive Plan? 


Georgia’s Department of Education views its participation in 
the National Teacher Examinations as a step toward some incentive 
method of rewarding the able teacher. Examinations will be given 
in April in 10 cities and qualifying teachers may qualify for their 
sixth year certificates (meaning more pay), receive $300 to $400 
grants in aid for fifth or sixth-year graduate study in their major 
field and permit them fo qualify in major fields of teaching. 


When school opens’ in 1961, 
teachers. must be certified in 
their major field. 


' Teachers’ groups have opposed 
incentive pay plans because of 
the difficulties involved in de- 
termining which teachers are 
“‘good”’ and deserving and -which 
are not. This voluntary self-im- 
provement plan, aided by the 
grants, provides a concrete meth- 
od of measuring increased teach- 
ing quality and interest, the de- 
partment feels. 


The General Assembly study 
committee headed by Sen. Wal- 
lace Jernigan, Homerville, recom- 
mended that most of any funds 
provéded for teacher pay in- 
creases be in some form of in- 
centive pay. About 1,700 teachers 
are eligible for the exams this 
year and in the future more will 


» be permitted-a chance to qualify. 


“We hope as many area teachers

as are qualified will take the 
exams. Their adventures into 
more learning will not only im- 
prove their incomes but the qual- 
ity of their work if the department 
view is correct. 

Whether this program is the 


answer to incentive rewards re- * 


mains to be seen. The quality of 
the tests and the value of the ad- 
ditional studies will have some 
bearing on the question. 

The program, of course, does 
not recognize the talented teacher 
who does not broaden his aca- 
demic position. Neither does it 
differentiate among the ‘teachers 
who through it gain a sixth year 
certificate. Nevertheless, it is a 
good start. It calls attention to 
the fact that an ambitious person 
can rise to a better income level 
and that teaching, as a career, 
does offer an advancing horizon 


for its dedicated people.

HAVANA (UPI) — France and 
Italy Tuesday delivered separate 
notes of protest to the Fidel Castro 
regime demanding protection for 
their nAtionals against property 
seizures and other government 
economic reform measures. 


The notes, similar to complaints 
filed by the United States, were 
handed to Foreign Minister Raul 
Roa by Italian Ambassador Livio 
Theodoli and French Ambassador 
Roger Robert du Gardiers. 


Theodoli asked a cancellatio:: of 
a government intervention order 
issued last week against the 
Cuban interests of Italian busi- 
nessman Amadeo Barletta, esti- 
mated to be worth some $40 mil- 
lion. 


The Cuban Ministry of Recuper- 
ation of Stolen Property, charg- 
ing that Barletta had enriched 
himself illegally through contacts 
with the former regime of Batista, 
seized his properties and placed 
him under arrest. He later was 
released from jail through the 
Italian ambassador’s action but 
has been refused permission to 
leave Cuba. 


Barletta’s properties included 
15 business enterprises, three pub- 
lic office buildings and the news- 
paper ““E] Mundo.”

The Casbah (Mos- 
lem section) has simply disap- 
peared and there is nothing left 
of the Moslem city. 


“When I flew over Agadir I had 
the impression of being in a war 
area. All streets were filled with 
rubble. There are big holes and 
cracks. I saw smoke pouring from 
the rubble.”

(jg) Norman Lefton of the U.S.

His 
wife, the former Margaret Banks, 
at first was reported missing but 
later rescue officials said she had 
been found and flown out of Aga- 
dir to an unknown destination: 
Lefton is stationed in Italy. 


The first couple was staying at 
the luxurious Saada Hotel in the 
modern part of the city that has 
been flourishing on the tourist in- 
dustry. There were about 5,000 
people in that section. 


The Saada was one of the hard- 
est hit buildings. Nineteen victims 
were pulled from its ruins. Only 
a 10-foot high wall remained of 
the building. 


Talborit, the old Arab section

Cook Says 


Sends Advisory 


To All Solicitors 


Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook Tues- 
day sent a memorandum to all 
city and county solicitors in the 
state, advising them there are 
three stare laws under which 
Negro lunch counter demonstra- 
tors could be prosecuted. 


Apparently fearing incidents 
similar to those in other states 
in which Negroes have staged 
“sitdown” demonstrations in pub- 
lic eating places, Cook pointed 
to one law passed by the 1960 
General Assembly. It makes it a 
misdemeanor for a person or per- 
sons to refuse to leave the prem- 
ises. of an establishment when 
asked to do so by the proprietor. 


APPLIED TO PROTESTS 


He also called attention to Geor- 
gia’s ‘‘anti-mask”’ law, originally 
aimed at the Ku Klux Klan. Cook 
said it could be applied to sit- 
down protests because it prohibits 
anyone, masked or not, from inter- 
fering with any lawful act. 


Cook said the ‘‘acts being com- 
mitted in eating establishments 
throughout the South are certainly 
made to prevent the owners from 
carrying out their business, which 
is a lawful enterprise.’’ 


OLD STATUTE UNCOVERED 


The attorney general also cited 
a 100-year-old statute on unlaw- 
ful assemblies. It makes it a mis- 
demeanor for two or more per- 
sons to assemble for the purpose 
of disturbing the public peace or 
committing an unlawful act. It 
provides that such persons can 
be commanded to disperse by a 
judge, coroner, sheriff, constable 
or other peace officer. 


Cook also had praise Monday 
for the group of Dixie senators 
who are filibustering against the 
civil rights bill—which Cook said 
contains “‘the most radical pro- 
posals over submitted to Con- 
gress.” 


He said the bill, designed to 
guarantee Negro voting rights, is 
“viciously and obviously politi- 
cal,”

The exercise album brings 
Miss Prudden into the home to 
lead a series of exercises cov- 
ering key posture muscles that 
can be used by any age group 
and either sex. The expert’s 
platter presentations are as 
easily adaptable to a group— 
large or small—as to an in- 
dividual. 


ON THE PHONE 


Miss Prudden points out that 
today’s health-minded woman 
can make habits work for her. 
She offers a series of exercises, 
for example, that can be done 
when talking on the phone. To 
do the “Hip Shift,” 
knees straight and shift hips 
from side to side as far as pos- 
sible. Besides trimming hips 


“Keep Fit and Be 


and thighs, this relieves low 
back tension. 
For the “Toe Rise,”’ stand 


straight with shoulders relaxed. 
Tighten seat and abdominals. 
Rise slowly to the tees and then 
slowly lower to heels. This 
strengthens foot and lower leg 
muscles. 


Another telephone stand-in is 
“Edging.”” With feet parallel, 
shift knees first to one side, 
then the other. Roll as far as 
possible onto the sides of the 
feet to incfease foot strength 
and flexibility. 


During the chit-chat, put to 
use the “Standing March.”’ 


With weight firm on one foot,. 
bend the other leg at the knee, 


keeping toes and ball of the 
foot on the floor. This gives 
foot flexibility, balance and 
strength. 


BOOST FITNESS 

The office worker can boost 
her physical fitness every time 
she puts a piece of paper in the 
typewriter, proof reads another 
page or sharpens a pencil. Sim- 
ply use the “Shrugs.” Pull 
shoulders upward to cover ears, 
then drop ’em to give a long 


keep | 


neck. Repeat often throughout 
the day if troubled by stiff and 
tense shoulders. Or try the 
“Thrust.” Bring both arms for- 
ward, twisting thumbs down- 
ward and out until little fingers 
touch. At the same time, tight- 
en abdominals. Then thrust 
arms back and chest up. The 
thumbs should lead. 


Any executive’s Girl Friday 
can continue her conditioning 
every time she picks a piece of 
paper or pencil up from the 
floor: Keep knees straight, 
bend from the waist, with arms 
completely relaxed. Straighten 
up slowly. 


There are simple exercises to 
do sitting on a floor, when 
‘nicking up things’’ around the 
house, when you get out of bed, 
or when mopping the floor. 


Numerous groups in Georgia 
have put Bonnie’s methods to 
work with good results. Three 
years ago, Miss Prudden led 
demonstrations for members of 
the Georgia Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs’ state convention in 
Atlanta. More Georgia club- 
women participated in the ex- 
pert’s demonstrations at a na- 
tional convention of the General 
Federation in Asheville, N.C., 
the following year. Her series 
of classes at the Atlanta YMCA 
during Physical Fitness Week 
two years ago were attended by 
Georgians who wanted to learn 
her methods to pass on to other 
physical fitness groups. 


FITLESS LEVEL 


Bonnie’s report to President 
Eisenhower showing American 
children to have a fitness level 
far below that of Europeans led 
to the formation of the Presi- 
dent’s Council On Youth Fit- 
ness.

The world of books, offering 
more variety than any other me- 
dium of communication, can 
“reconcile a child to the limits 
of the world and also make him 
able to see beyond those limits.” 


In the opinion of Miss Evaline 
P. Jackson, head of Emory Uni- 
versity’s library school, this is 
books’ primary importance for 
children, and for adults. 


“The significant thing about 
reading for children is that 
books can affect the individuals 
they become as adults,” Miss 
Jackson said. ‘“‘An adult be- 
comes what he is by the inter- 
action of other people, and the 
self that develops is usually the 
self that is accepted by those 
people.” 


Miss Jackson continued by ex- 
plaining that the “parts of you 
that are rejected as a child may 
be disassociated completely. In 
this way you may lose some of 
the richest things you have to 
offer.” 


CAN FIND ACCEPTANCE 


A child who may, not be ac- 
cepted by his parents or play- 
mates can find acceptance, how- 
ever, in books, Miss Jackson 
said. For instance, the tomboy 
will associate with Jo March in 
Little Women. 


“Fairy tales are important 
also for they accept much that 
is wild or strange. The fairy 
tale always respects the wise 
fool, the person whose values 
are ‘not quite’ up to worldly 
standards,’”’” Miss Jackson de- 
clared. 


“The wise fool is not so hell- 
bent on getting where he’s go- 
ing that he doesn’t stop and look 
along the way,” Miss Jackson 
said, adding that this was illus- 
trated by the kindly third prince 
in “Sleeping Beauty.” Another 
favorite theme in fairy tales is 
the transformation of the mon- 
ster by love, as in the story of 
“The Ugly Duckling’ and 
“Beauty and the Beast.”’ 


OLDER GIRLS 


Miss Jackson added that older 
girls who are finding adoles. 
cence a difficult period are re- 
sponsive to the biography of 
Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt. 


“Children can find company 
and acceptance in books . . 
this mightn’t be necessary if 
grown people were all they 
could be, but they aren’t.” 


The best way for books to be 
enjoyed, Miss Jackson said, is 
for a family to read aloud or at 
least discuss the books in a 
friendly, companionable atmos- 
phere. 


NEED TO READ 


“The need to read,” she said, 
“is the same as other human 
needs . and reading can 
sometimes fulfill them all: Se- 
curity, affection, some form of 
recognition, change and new 
experience.” 


In expanding the horizons of 
a child, books are invaluable. A 
child who grows up without any 
knowledge of how other people 
in other situations live is poor 


| indeed: without books, the child 


may think the world is no larger 
than his own immediate sur- 
roundings. 


Just as books can ‘‘overcome 
and add to the number of peo- 
ple a child knows,” so can they 
reconcile a child to acceptance 
of the limits of his world, she 
said. 


EFFECTS OF READING 


Though psychologists and psy- 
chiatrists have studied the ef- 
fects of reading on individuals, 
reading is such a complex situa- 
tion that no concrete statistics 
have been gathered on its ef- 
fects, Miss Jackson explained. 


Books are said to have 
changed social attitudes and to 
have affected politics. But the 
*‘serious”’ 
relatively 


few people, Miss 


Jackson said, adding that the 
United States is not a nation of 
readers. 


Through the variety of books, 
a child who reads can countér- 
act the influences of adults who 
may, because of their own lim- 
its, “hurt children and hamper 
them.” 


WHAT IS REAL? 


“I haven't one iota of pa- 
tience with people who want 
everything to be realistic,”’ Miss 
Jackson said almost vehem- 
ently. “After all, who knows 
what is real? A fairy tale can be 
truth and what purports to be 
reality not truth at all.” 


As an example of this, she 
mentioned a story in David 
Reisman’s “The Lonely Crowd” 
about the bad little engine that 
kept running off the track un- 
til the adult engines taught him 
to stay on the track. 


“Then the story said he was 


a good little engine,”” Miss 
Jackson said, “but that isn’t 
truth.”’ 


FICTION POSES AS TRUTH

Jean Hollo- 
way, who has contributed many 
scripts for the Wagon Train 
series during the past three 
years, believes that many of the 
stories of great literature can 
be tastefully adapted to a west- 
ern setting without doing vio- 
lence to the spirit of the orig- 
inal. We’re not so sure about 
that. 


You might already have been 
painlessly subjected to some 
classics on Wagon Train. The 
adaptations probably were so 
sugar-coated with horse opera 
hokum that you didn’t recognize 
that Wagon Train was doing its 
own interpretation of ‘“‘Lysis- 
trata,” a classic Greek com- 
edy, and Jane Austen’s ‘Pride 
and Prejudice.’”’” The classic 
story line was there, though 
they say. 


In commenting on. the Wed- 
nesday night adaptation of Dick- 
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ens’ novel, Miss Holloway says: 
“A great deal of the story takes 
place on the wagon train and 
the characters are definitely 
American.” 


The story is about a young 
man who joins the wagon train. 
He has a mysterious benefactor 
—a convict he helped as a lad. 

Dickens’ Pip is named Tuck, 
short for the title role: the 
book’s Miss Havisham has be- 
come Miss Stevenson; her niece, 
Estella, is Elizabeth, and the 
convict, Abel Magwitch, be- 
comes Nat Burkett in the TV 
version.

keep it from going stale too 
soon. Let me hear from you. 


There has been some thought 
that refining of the flour and 
eliminating all of the husk of the 
wheat, may remove some of the 
mineral and vitamin content. This 
may well be so to some extent, 
but it is a far cry from meaning 
such bread has “‘very little or no 
value.” 


An average slice of bread, 
these days, is wholesome food 
with very considerable nutrition- 
al values. 


It has something like 60 cal- 
ories; it is about 50 per cent car- 
bohydrate, about 10 per cent pro- 
tein, very close to 3 per cent fat. 
It has in addition sodium, cal- 
cium, phosphorous and a small 
amount of iron. And, still 
further, small amounts of vitamin 
B, vitamin and nicotinic acid, 
all essential for health. 


A good many companies also 
add vitamin fortification to bread. 
Whether this is necessary, or 
whether most of us get enough 
vitamins anyway, may be be- 
side the point. Certainly such 
fortification can do no harm, and 
it will help anyone who happens 
to be deficient in the particular 
vitamins. 

The traces of materials added 
to delay staleness do not in any 
way harm the nutritional values. 
Naturally, we need more th 
just bread for a balanced diet, 
but it would be a pity if people 
got the idea that modern white 
bread isn’t good food.

He is a complex person who, for many years, seemed to strive 
not to be popular. In recent seasons, however, he has mellowed 
and even his sternest critics in Boston have cheered more frequently 
than they have jeered. He won the respect of the entire nation with 
his tireless efforts on behalf of the Jimmy Fund. 


Baseball historians will judge Williams as a hitter, and he 
ranks with the greatest. In that department, there has never been 


any controversy. 


He is, perhaps, the last of the .400 hitters, and he already 
has a reservation in the Hall of Fame. He belted .406 in 1941, 
the first and last American Leaguer to achieve the miracle 
mark since Harry Heilmann hammered .403 in 1923. Nap Lajoie, 
Ty Cobb, Heilmann, George Sisler and Williams are the mem- 
bers of the elite club in the American League.

Williams, who'll be 42 in August, was the oldest player ever to 
win the A. L. batting crown.
